IIUCKNALL  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 
Mr.  Chairman*  ladies  and  gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  1963.  This  has  been  compiled  in  accordance  with  the 
instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Generally  speaking, . the  statistics  show  a satisfactory  state 
of  health  in  the  district  and  compare  favourably  with  those  for 
England  and  ales. 

The  population  continues  to  rise  and  is  now  24,270  as  compared 
to  23,800  the  previous  year.  Part  of  this  increase  can  be  accounted 

for  by  the  movement  into  the  District  of  miners  and  their  fa  lilies 
in  search  of  employment  and  coming  from  low  employment  areas.  An 
additional  factor  is  the  rising  Birth  Rate,  which  is  now  19. 69( adjusted) 
compared  to  18.2  for  England  and  ’/ales.  It  will  be  obvious  from 
this  that  young  families  account  for  a considerable  proportion  of 
the  population  increase  and  so  we  must  continue  to  forge  ahead  as 
quickly  as  possible  with  the  housing  programme.  At  the  same  time 
we  must  not  ignore  the  needs  of  the  older  members  of  the  population. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  only  16.8  and  compares  most 
favourably  with  20.9,  for  England  jnd  Dales.  This  figure  is  most 
gratifying  when  one  r- calls  that  only  six  years  previously  the  figure 
wa s 42.0 

For  the  fifth  consecutive  year  there  were  no  maternal  deaths, 
again,  most  gratifying  and  consoling  to  all. 

The  (adjusted)  Death  Rate  was  11,84  as  compared,  to  13.19  the 
previous  year.  Once  again  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  Cardio- 
vascular lesions  or  diseases,  Cancer,  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia. 

Again,  all  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  were  confined  to  males.  Deaths 
from  Stomach  Cancer  remain  equally  high  and  here  again  confined 
mainly  to  males.  'The  men  folk  again  come  off  worst,  when  it  comes 
to  Bronchitis.  A review  of  the  figures  for  the  past  five  years 
shows  that  a total  of  72  males  died  from  Bronchitis  as  compared  to 
a total  of  33  female  deaths. 

According  to  statistics  published  in  Geneva  by  the  World 
Health  Organisation,  Cancer  in  all  its  forms,  is  increasing  as  a cause 
of  death  throughout  the  world.  Britian  is  second  only  to  Belgium 
among  countries  with  the  highest  death  rate...  Lung  cancer,  which 
on  average  kills  six  times  as  many  men  as  women,  was  the  leading 
cause  of  death  among  cancers  in  Britain  and  America.  Are  we  doing 
enough  to  get  rid  of  pollution  in  all  its  forms  (including  smoking 
or  personal  pollution),  or  must  we  wait  until  conditions  become 
intolerable? 

This  was  an  epidemic  year  for  measles  which  accounted  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  total  increase  in  fectious  diseases.  There  was 
a marked  increase  in  cases  of  Pneumonia  which  continues  the  upward 
trend  of  recent  years.  The  total  notifications  of  Scarlet -Fever 
continued  to  drop  during  the  same  period.

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Again,  Tuberculosis  notifies  cions  numbered  9.  There  was  a 
good  response  to  vaccination  (3.C.G. ) against  this  disease  'hen  a 
total  of  70 % of  school  children  accepted  as  compared  to  69  the 
previous  year. 

For  the  19th  successive  year  there  had  not  been  a Diphtheria 
case  largely  due  to  the  high  rate  of  immunisation  maintained  in  the 
District.  Over  78 1 of  babies  born  during  the  year  were  immunised, 
compared  to  63. 5' o the  previous  year.  Obviously  the  parents  of 
Hucknall  are  aware  of  their  responsibilities  and  are  to  be  congrat  - 
ula  ted. 

The  response  to  Poliorqyeli tis  vaccination  was  also  good. 

There  was  one  case  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  notified  in  November 
1963. 


I regret  that  the  response  to  Smallpox  vaccinations  has  dropped 
considerably.  There  were  only  a total  of  88  vaccinations  as 
compared  to  1,079  the  previous  year.  The  response  in  1962  was 
obviously  an  emotional  one  when  Smallpox  occurred  in  a neighbouring 
county.  This  attitude  on  the  part  of  parents  in  this  district  is 
difficult  to  understand  when  one  considers  the  good  response  to 
the  other  proctective  procedures.  Why  do  they  ignore  expert  medical 
opinion  in  this  regard  only,  whilst  accepting  it  in  other  respects? 

The  demolition  of  unfit  houses  continued  on  a reduced  scale. 

The  re-housing  of  residents  progressed  satisfactorily  and  the  build- 
ing programme  continued  to  forge  ahead. 

I have  continued  to  enjoy  the  full  co-operation  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  in  all  the  work  of  the  department  and  I 
express  my  thanks  both  to  him  and  the  other  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  willing  and  efficient  assistance.  In  conclusion  I wish  to 
express  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  help  and  support  given  by  your- 
selves during  the  year.

Home  Helps  are  available  where  domestic  help  is  required 
owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an 
expectant  mother,  mentally  ill,  aged  or  a child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age.  The  charge  for  this  ervice  is  4/6d.  per  hour,  but  where 
the  recipient  is  unable  to  afford  this  standard  charge,  the  County 
Council’s  Hcale  of  Assistance  is  applied. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  was  a total  of  sixty-eight 
Home  Helps  employed  or  the  joint  district  of  Hucknall  and  Eastwodd, 
thirty-eight  of  whom  are  available  for  Service  in  the  Hue hr a 11 
Urban  District. 

Gases  in  need  of  help  should  be  reported  to  the  District 
Office,  Child  Welfare  Centre,  Watnall  Road,  Hucknall  (Telephone 
Hucknall  3596).  It  is  particularly  important  that  expectant  mothers 
wishing  to  book  a Home  Help  for  their  confinements  should  do  so  at 
an  early  date  in  order  that  adequate  arrangements  may  be  made.

Hr.  Chairman,  ladies  and  gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  the  year 
1963,  a year  which  saw  the  completion  of  re-housing  from  Butlers 
Hill  Area  and  the  commencement  of  Slum  Clearance  in  the 
Buildings  Street/Orchard  Street  Area.  The  Buildings  Street/ 
Byron  Street  Area  comprising  57  houses  was  represented  in  Hay 
and  a ministry  Inquiry  was  held  re gar  ing  one  objection  ( No. 

14  Buildings  Street)  on  22nd  October.  The  Order  was  eventually 
confirmed  by  the  H inis  ter  without  modification. 

A further  representation  was  submitted  in  September  for 
48  houses  in  the  Byron  Street/Orchard  Street  Area,  and  inspec- 
tions were  commenced  on  the  third  section  Orchard  Street/ 
Sylvester  Street. 

Representations  were  also  made  in  respect  of  Nos.  12, 

14  and  16  Glebe  Street,  Nos.  13,  15  and  17  Nottingham  Road 
and  Farley  Farm  Cottage. 

A further  three  houses  363,  365  and  367  ’/atnall  Road 
were  connected  to  the  main  sewer  and  the  cesspools  abolished. 

The  Heat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  came  into  operation 
on  October  1st  1963.  Their  main  purpose  was  to  provide  a 
legal  standard  for  the  inspection  of  meat  in  place  of  the 
recommended  codes  previously  used.  Local  Authorities  were 
also  empowered,  if  they  so  wished,  to  charge  for  meat  inspection 
services,  and  it  was  decided  to  levy  maximum  charges  throughout 
our  district. 


Unsatisfactory  conditions  in  one  snack  bar  were  remedied 
by  the  closure  of  the  premises.  major  works  of  reconstruction 
were  found  to  be  necessary  at  one  of  our  food  factories  and 
these  were  in  hand  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  Other- 
wise, reasonable  standards  of  food  hygiene  were  >a  retained 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  quality  of  locally  killed  meat 
was  good. 

A new  3.  & D.  Freighter  was  purchased  in  October  and 
used  as  a replacement  for  a Dennis  Faxit  which  ^as  withdrawn 
from  service.  The  men  continued  to  opera t'  the  bonus/stint 
scheme  which  was  introduced  the  previous  year,  and  maintained 
a weekly  collection  in  spite  of  the  continual  development  of 
the  new  private  and  council  estates. 

A summary  of  statistics  is  provided  on  the  pages  which 
follow. 

In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  the 
interest  they  have  shown  in  the  work  of  the  department,  and  to 
express  my  gratitude  to  the  staff  for  their  loyal  support  at 
all  times.
